2. It is respectfully submitted that neither Schilling nor 
Michaels discloses that the application program would be capable 
of sending messages to another application program. For 
example, Michaels only discloses on page 10 that the SIM card 
could acquire as extra services functions of a credit card, 
passport, driving license, car park pass, membership card and so 
on. Also there is disclosed further on page 10, lines 19-24 
that once the card has extra services on it, this can be read or 
written to . Accordingly, there is nothing disclosed that the 
application program would be capable of sending messages to 



another application program via the interface. Thus, the claims 
as amended pending in this application are obvious over the 
cited art of record. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the claims now present in the application are 
clearly novel and patentable over the prior art of record, and 
are in proper form for allowance. Accordingly, favorable 
consideration and allowance is respectfully requested.
